Ex-Assistant District Attorney John W.

The board consisted of him- 
self, Sweeney, Richard B. Connolly and Oakey 
Hall, the jatter being put on the lookout that 
republicans had some share of the plunder. 
What followed is a matter of history. Mr, 
Tweed made himself boss of Tammany and in 
two years he and his associates had plundered 
it of millions of dollars.

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WICKHAM IN BRONZE. 
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Unvelling of the statue of the General at 
Richmond, 

RicHMonpD, Va., October 29—The city is filled 
this morning with strangers, including confed- 
erate veteraus and military organizations from 
various portions of the state, drawn together to 
unitein the demonstration in honor of Briga- 
dier General William Carter Wickham, a 
bronze statue of whom was unveiled at noon. 
The procession consisted of five divisions, car- 
riages with invited yuests, veteran cavalrymen 
mounted, veteran cavalrymen, dismounied, 
and Chesapeake and Ohio raiiroad emploves, 
white and colored. These were escorted to 
Monroe park, where the®monument stands, 
by the volunteer infantry, cavalry and artillery 
forces of the state, while thousands who filled 
the streets along the route of march rent the 
air with cheers. On the arrival at the monu- 
ment the reveille was sounded by the old 
brigade bugler. 

Hon. John Callahan announced Governor 
Mckinney as the presidiug olfticer. Prayer 
was offered by Rev. S. H. Hepburn, followed’ 
by muse. by the Soldiers’ Home band, 
of Hampton. Hon. John Callahan presented 
the siatue to the city of Richmond and Mayor 
Eilyson accepted it on behalf of the city. 

The statue wasthen unveiled by 
Carter Wickham Renshaw, a grandson of the 
general, wudge B. W. Lacy, of the supreme 
court, introduced General Fitz Lee, who de- 
livered the oration. 

At the conclusion of the. oration, a military 
salute was tired. The bronze figure is seven 
feet high. It represents Genera! Wickham in 
full uniform, a brigadier general of cavadry, 
booted and spurred. The pedestal of pranite 
is nine and a half feet high. On the obverse 
of the die is the inscription: 

Wickham, soldier, statesman, patriot, friend. 
Presented to tbe city of Richmond by his coin- 
rades inthe confvderate army and employes of 
tbe Chesapeake and Ohio railway. 

On the reverse is the name, ‘*William Car- 
ter Wickhawm,”’ with the date of birth and 
death. 


ROW AT AN ALLIANCE MEETING. 


Five Men Killed and Several Others Badly 
Wounded. 

Ark., October 29.—News 
reached here last night of a terrible hand-to- 
hand encounter at Bucksport, twentv miles 
from Eldorado, Union county, at a Farmers’ 
Alliance mass meeting last night. State 
Lecturer Bryan, of the alliance, was the 
principal speaker of the evening. Shortly 
after he had eoncluded his speech a quarrel 
took place among several spectators, which 
was soon taken up by many others in the 
audience. Winchester rifles, shotguns and 
pistols were used with deadly effect. Burt 
Manning, J. H. Town and three others, whose 
names could not be learned, were killed. 
Several wereslightly wounded. Sheriff Dunn, 
of Eidorado, leaves today for the scene of 
trouble. Red-hot politics was the only and 
sole cause of the trouble.

Tonight he received a 
petition from the court ofticers and 2U0 citi- 
zens, Stating that Massey could not be con- 
victed without Stone’s evidence, and asking 
a further respite. Massey has had two trials 
already with a hung jury. Governor 
Buchanan granted the request, however. and 
respited Stone until after the January term of 
court. Sheriff Williams at Fayetteville had 
erected the gallows and made every prepara- 
tion to swing Stone off tomorrow.

TALK ABOUT THE ‘THIRD PARTY. 


Montgomery Thinks the Repub- 
licans All Saints, 


WHILE SAM PARADES THE DUDLEY BOSSES 


A Lively Joint Debate Between the Two 
Speakersin the Boston Temple. 
The Women Present. 


Boston, Mass,, October 29.—[Special.J— 
Every seat on the floor of Tremont temple was 
occupied and the balconies were well tilied with 
peopie to hear tle great joint debate between 
Rev. Hugh Montgomery and Rev. Sam Small 
on prohibition. : 

The prohibitionists were considerably in the 
majority, but there were enough hard-headed 
republicans present to prevent ail the applause 
from being given to one side. 

The platiorim was occupied by a constituency 


consisting chietly of women. 

T. B. Briggs, of Cambridge, offered prayer. 
Each speaker was allowed a half hour in his 
opening and filteen minutes for his closing 
address. 

The First Speech. 

Mr. Montgomery maintained the affirmative 
of the question, ‘that prohibition of the liquor 
traftic can better be brought about through one 
of the old political parties than by means of @ 
third party.” 

W hen he stepped forward to commence his 
address he said le was obliged to look behiud 
him to see whether any of tie applause came 
from the rumseillers whom he saw seated on 
the platform. Hesaid he sat upon a stool 
which had three legs. The tirst was a tem- 
perance leg, the second a religious and the 
third a political. He wasa prolibitionist, a@ 
Methodist and a republican. 

“T want to say,” said Mr. Montgomery 
“that I believe we will be held responsible for 
the wisdow of our methods as well as for our 
purposes.”’ 
who we know are the best and who 
we know stand aright on this question. 
How are the facts on this question? In Ohio 
in 1833, 300,000 people voted for a prohibitory 
amendinent and only 11,000 for a third 
pari, candidate. -In Iowa 155,000 votes were 
cast for coustitutional prohibition, while the 
third party could only muster 5,000 votes. 

“The same proportion holds in other states. 
There is only one out of twenty-eight voters 
who believes in prohibition who also believes in 
the third party. 1 know we have corrupt men 
in the repub.ican party, but they do not repre- 
sent the great constituency of the party any 
more than Judas represented the twelve apos- 
tles. Itis not right toselect a few dirty re- 
publicans and hold them up to the common- 
wealth as specimens of the party. The best 


way to accomplish temperance reform in this > 
country 1s to organize the temperance men iA’ 


both parties and control them and cause them 

to vote for prohibitory enactments in spite of 

all the votes of al! bac men in either party.” 
Sam Takes His Chance. 

Rev. Sam Small, after announcing that he 
hoped his opponent would be scripturally 
honest enough to die after he had duly thrust 
him through with the sword of prohibition 
truth, plunged into a wholesale abuse of the 
republican party of the present, which he stig- 
matized ag the party of Quays and Dudleys, 
He gavea magnificent pyroteclinic display of 
prohibition and democratic statements. 
jeered at Speaker Reed and McKinley and 
Ingalls, and sneered at republican administra- 
Lions in state and nation. : 

He cited the nominees for the legislature in 
Suffolk county as Judsases and traitors, accord- 
ing to Dudley himself, and as allies of the 
ruin power. 

After the taking of a collection the closing 
speeches were made. Mr. Montgomery made 
an impassioned piea to the people to consider 
the question froin a practical standpoint. He 
did not deem it a question to cause a laugh. 
which seemed to be the chief motive of the 
speaker on the other side, but he presumed 
that the Georgia orator desired to earn his 
salary, $2,000, which was paid him for enter- 
ing the campaign here in Massachu- 
setts. Mr. Monigomery cailed attention to 
the fact that the abolitionists worked 
inside the oid parties, and were never fora 
third party. He riddled the rash sta:ements 
of the Rev. Small, who had not attempted to 
answer his arguinents, and, in duing so, had to 
contend with interruptions from the audience, 
and from a woman on the platform who 
imagined she was propounding some awful 
posers. 

Small’sa Last Words. 

Mr. Small's closing speech abounded in sar- 
easm and repartee. Mr. Small wanted to 
know what was the matter with J. Ellen Fos- 
ter, and the audience howled. In alluding to 
the salary he was paid, the Rev. Sam shrieked: 

‘Weil, lam going totry and earn what I 
am paid, anyway. Ican’t live on wind and 
air, any more than the republican party can 
thriveonit. How much did J. Ellen get for 
her services, I wonder? No reform within for 
Sam! Enough to send her to Europe and give 
her husband a fat position under the govern- 
ment? What did Anna Dickinson get? She 
got left, and then when she tried to obtain 
what the republican national committee owed 
her, she was. put in an insane asylum. 

“My friend wanted to work for reform within 
old party lines. What has become of Albert 
Griftin and the anti-saloon republican move- 
ment? Youcan’t inditnow with a search 
warrant.”

“that the people’s ticket may possibly poll 
50,000 votes in the state, though I shall not be 
surprised if it does not ran quite that high. 
The party is strong in spots. It is particu- 
larly strong in some sections of the country, 
and I think we may possibly have the balance 
of power in the legislature, as we will certainly 
elect some senators and representatives.” 

Among the campaign ties on the first pages 
of the republican papers there has been one 
to the effect that Jerry Simpson has advised 
tiie peopie’s party supportors to go for Camp- 
bell. It bears theimprint of the campaign 
liar on its face, and when I asked Cavandugh 
about it he laughed. 

“Why, that’s fooish.” hesaid. “Of course 
Campbell is closer to our ideas that McKinley, 
for neither the farmers nor the laborers in the 
cities have any use for the McKinley tariff, 
but we are for Seitz, and are going to do our 
best for him. Simpson wouldn’t have said 
that even if he believed it.” 

. Mr. Algee Talks. 


Mr. Algee was rather chary about talking 
for publication. 

.“‘All through this. campaign,”’ he said, “I 
have been particularly careful to keep the 
alliance out of politics. For that reason I 
have been careful not to become identified 
with the people’s party, fearing, if I did, my 
action might be construed as an ainalgamation 
of the two organiz? ons. The al.iance and 
the people’s party are entirely separate, but I 
see no reason why weimbers of the alliance 
should not fali in line with the people’s party, 
as tieir principles are the same.” 

‘Are many ofthem going to break away 
from the od parties?’ I asked. 

“A yood many. I live in a strongly repub- 
licaw county, inastrongly republican section of 
the state. My county, Gallia, will senda 
people’s party man to the house, and so will 
Several Other counties around us.” 

“Will that hurt McKinley?” 

“Yes, a good deal, but Seitz will not run 
as well as tle local tickets,”’ 

The politicians, as I said, seem to have lost 
sight of this people’s party and they may have 
their eyes opened. There is po doubt that 
this ticket will run wel! in someof the country 
portions of the state, and if it does it 
will hurt McKinley. The farmers of Ohio 
have always been republicans, in fact they 
have always been the baékbone of the party. 
In the campaign two years ago the union labor 
candidate received only 1.000 votes in the en- 
tire state. Jf the people's party, which occu- 
pies the sauje relation to the old parties, polls 
half the vote its leaders expect, or if it polls 
only 10,000 votes, those votes have 
to come trom some source. The great 
majority of thein will come from the repub- 
licans, and it may be that this vote will be the 
decisive one. 

Charley Foster’s Estimates. 

There are estimates and estimates. Most of 
these come from the repubiicans, for they are 
talking majorities wore than their democratic 
brethren. I just had time to ask Charley 
Foster for his estimate as he boarded the train 
to go into the northern part of the state after 
a speech. 

“Twenty-five thousand, my boy,” was his 
cheery, but not cheering, reply. “I think 
Major McKinley will have, fully that. The 
legislature? Oh, we'll have that big.” 

‘That’s one side of the story. Yesterday 
Governor Campbe!! was speaking to one of the 
big crowds that greet him everywhere. TLe 
town clock struck 11. 

“That is a prophecy,” he said as he held up 
his hand and sah ay | listened. ‘*Eleven— 
eleven thousand will be my majority over 
Major McKinley.” 

The crowed \elled “You’re right, you pay 
your money and take your choice.”’

THE CHILEAN ANSWER 


Causes a Little Commotion in Washing- 
ton City. 


WHAT WILL BE THE NEXT? MOVE? 


Probably a Formal Demand for 
Reparation, 


AND IN EVENT OF A REFUSAL 


Minister Egan Will Be Recalled and All 
Diplomatic Relations with Chile Cut 
Off—- Gossip About the Matter. 


WASHINGTON, October 29.—There was 
some excitement in official circles here this 
morning over the Santiago press cable 
grain announcing the receipt of the unsatis- 
favtory response from the junta to re presenta- 
tives of the United States, and saying that the 
Baltimore's crew were practically “boycotted” 
at Valparaiso. Naval otticials discredit the 
latter statement and helieve its foundation 
lies in the prudent course adopted by Commo- 
dore Schley, respecting the granting of liberty 
to his sai‘ors during the present condition of 
excitement. No word has been received at 
the navy department from the commodore 
respecting any new phase in the situation. 

At the department of state aci pher cablegram 
from Minister Egan was received this morning, 
but it has not yet been translated. The officials 
are yet in ignorance of its contents, 

Contents of the Cablegram. 

The cablegram was transiated and laid be- 
fore the president about noon. Secretaries 
Blaine and Tracy were immediately sum- 
moned, and there was a long conference. At6 
o'clock the following officia! statement of the 
contents of Minister Egau’s despatch was 
made public: 

The department of state received this morn- 
ing a telegram from Minister Egan, dated San- 
tiago, October 28th, in which he gives the fol- 
lowing as tle reply of the Chilean government 
to the president's cableyram, October 23d, ask- 
ing reparation for the recent murder of Ameri- 
can sailors in the streets of Valparaiso: 


The minister of foreign affairs repiies that the 
government of the United States termulates de- 
mands and advances threats that, without being 
cast back with pte A are not acveptaile, nor 
could they be «coeptéd in the present case, or in 
any other of like nature. He does aot doubt the 
sincerity, rectitude or expertness of the investi- 
gation on vo rd the B itimere, but will reeoguize 
only the jurisdiction aud authoricy of bis conntry 
to judge aud punish the guilty in Chilean terri- 
tory. He says the administration and judictal 
authorities have been investigating the affair. A 
judicial investigation, under the Chilean iaw, is 
secret, and the time is not yet arrived to make 
known the resnit. When that time does arrive 
he will communicate the result, although he does 
not recognizeany Other authority céhpetent to 
judge criminal cases than that established by the 
Chi'éan people. Until the time arrives to disciose 
t. - result of the investigation, he cannot admit 
that the disorders in Valparaiso, or the silence of 
his dep rtment, should appear as an expression 
of unfriendliness toward the government of the 
United States, which might put in peril the 
friendly relations between the two countries. 

A Demand Will Be Made. 

No reply has been made to this dispatch yet. 
jecture. The most plausible theory advanced 
is that suggestions courteously and diplomatic- 
ally conveyed in Acting Secretary Wharton's 
dispatch, that this government had no doubt 
investigation would be made and reparation 
afforded, will now be renewed in the shape of a 
stern and formal demand for some immediate 
assurance of proper action on the part of the 
junta, and thatif these be not forthcoming 
Minister Egan will take passage on the Balti- 
more for the United States, thus severing the 
diplomatic relations between the two countries, 

What the British Papers Say. 

Lonpon, October 29.—The Telegraph, re- 
ferring to the Chilean imbroglio, says: 

President Harrison was perfect’y justifiable in 
acting as he did. Doubtless M-nister Egan’s ap- 
pointment has turned out to be the worst that 
could have been made. His action was a notori- 
ous violation of, the obligations of neutrality. 
But there is no reason in the world 
why the Chileans shouid adopt ae de- 
flant attitvde. If they refused to make 
an investigation and punish the guilty parties, 
they were ucting under the impulse of insensate 
pride. It will be necessary for the United States— 
doubtless sorely against her will—te give them a 
Salutary lesson. 

The Chronicle thinks the affair is hardly a 
matier for war, oreven the mobilizing of the 
United States navy. It says that Chile will 
doub ess tind it more prudent to apologize, 
punish the assailants of the American sailors 
and pay compensation rather than to risk ber 
ironciads in an encounter with the Uniied 
States. 

The Post, after remarking that the naval in- 
ferioritvy of the United States will make it dif- 
ficult for her tocoerce Chile, expresses the 
hope that both parties will modify their atti- 
tude before proceeding to hostilities. The 
Post then enters into an elaborate argument, 
quoting from authorities on international law 
and giving practica! instances to prove the in- 
vaiidity of Minister Egan’s views on the ex- 
territoriality of the United States legation, and 
conc!udes: 

“The whole question is so important that 
the action of the United States will be awaited 
with interest everywhere, and not without 
anxiety at the os of a confusing revolua- 
tion of international customs.”’

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A DAY OF FIRE. 


The Central Passenger Depot of Macon 
Burned, 


FRANKLIN, TENNESSEE, DESTROYED, 


Ginhouse Fires All Over the Country. 
The Fatal Uses of a Kero- 
sene Can. 


Macon, Ga., October 29.—[Special.]—The 
union passenger depot isa massof smoking 
ruins. 

The old building that has stood since 1854 
has met its fate at last. 

This morning it was destroyed by fire. 

The fire started about 3:400’clock. Twenty 
minutes later the roof was falling im, and the 
entire building was a mass of leaping, roaring 


flames. 
How It Happened. 

Mr. Henry Sloan, a cousin of Mr. T. C. 
Parker, who came here from LaCrosse, Fla., 
was the cause of the conflagration. 

He was on duty in Mr. Parker's restaurant 
and news stand, at the depot, during the night. 
In the place was a stove that burned hard 
coal, and which was used for heating coffee, 
andathings of the kind. 

The Central train had just come in from 
Savannah, and Mr. Sloan went to replenish 
the fuel inthe stove. In his hurry he picked 
up acan which contained kerosene. The stove 
was burning at the time. Notwithstanding 
this, Mr. Sloan begam to pour the kerosene 
Into the receptacle, and in a few minutes there 
was a terrible explosian. 

The Fire Spread. 

The oil from the exploded stove flew every- 
where and in less time than it takes to tell it 
the entire space that was occupied by Parker's 
stand was aflame. The fire spread everywhere, 
and wherever it touched seemed to burn like 
so much tinder. 

Up the walls, over the floors, under the 
counters, upon shelving, the burning oil ran. 

So rapidly did the fire make headway that 
the two men who were in the place, Mr. Sloan 
and Mr. S. I. Downs, the Central night yard- 
master, had to flee for their lives without 
attempting to save anything from the fire. 

Mr. Downs was safely away from the ex- 
ploding stove. To that he owes his safety 
from being burned probably to death. 

Young Sloan Horribly Burned. 

Henry Sloan, the young man who caused 
the unfortunate affair, did not escape so luck- 
ily. He was horribly burned. 

The oil ran all over his clothing, 
he was haif dragged from the room 
scarcely a thread of clothes on him. 
was peoled and parched and his 
almost a solid blister. 

He was fatally burned, and died about noon 
today. 

The first thing that was done by Mr. Downs 
and the other parties about the place was to 
extinguish the fire which was fast eating into 
young Sloan’s flesh. 

Everything that was possible under the 
circumstances was done for the young man. 

Just as soon as was practicable he was placed 
ina hack and carried to Mr. Parker’s resi- 


dence.

A Hundred. Lives in Danger. 

All this time the train which came in from 
Savannah at 3:25 o’clock was standing under 
the shed. Over one hundred passengers were 
on it, and their lives were in danger. 

Those who were up and about ran through 
the sleepers and the other cars giving the 
alarm. 

It was but a short while before men, women 
and children, some dressed, some half-dressed 
and some that could not be said to be dressed 
at ail, were fleeing panic stricken for their 
lives, and rushing wildly here and there look- 
ing for bag and baggage. 

At this time the engine was coupling up for 
the trip to Atlanta. The coupling was made, 
The passengers went back to their places and 
the train pulled out for Atlanta on time, 

_ Whe Alarm Sounded. 

Of course all this occurred in a great 
hurry. 

It seemed that in the excitement the turn- 
fng in of the alarm had been forgotten. Those 
who know say that the building had been on 
fire some fifteen minutes before the alarm was 
turned in. 

Chief Jones says that when the alarm was 
sounded he answered almostinstantly, and 
that hehad scarcely reached the scene and 
tied his horse before the entire roof of the rear 
part of the building feil in. 

It is evident that in the great confusion there 
was a delay-of something like twenty minutes 
in the sounding of the alarm. 

Before the bell rang the whistles of a dozen 
engines had begun to sound out loud and long 
blasts. 

The Department and the Crowd. 

The sounding of the alarm and the blowing 
of the whistles brought out the department 
and a crowd of people. 

With all their energy the firemen went to 
work on the flames while the people, among 
whom were many railroad employes, went in 
to save what they could. 

The attention of the latter was turned to 
the offices up stairs. It was too late, how- 
ever, to do much, and the workers had to flee 
before the tiames. 

Along with other portions of the building 
the offices were gutted and consumed. 

Cars Catch Fire. 

A lot of cars that were standing on the side- 
track, between the depot and the express 
office, caught fire. 

While the wall next to these cars was 
burning, and it was so hot that one would al- 
most blister, a switch engine was run in on 
this sidetrack, coupled to the cars, and they 
were pulled out. 

Several coaches and freight cars were sdved 
by this heroic work. One of the Centrai sleep- 
ers had caught before it was pulled out, but it 
was saved. 

Two coaches were burned, however. One 
of these was Central inspection car No. 2, the 
other was an old combination baygage car 
which had been condemned. These cars were 
on the track just out oi the depot. 

The latter was used by Mr. Parker for 
storing fruit. The contents of this car, as 
well both the coaches, were totally destroyed. 

Other cars were scorched, but the damave 
to them amounts to practically nothing. s 

Something of the Losses. 

The building was completely destroved. 

Mr. Parker's loss was complete. Nothing of 
his was saved. His loss will foot up some ten 
thousand dollars. 


Only $73 and a dozen or so tickets to At- 
tanta were saved from the ticket ottice. The 
safe was locked at the time. It has some five 
hundred dollars in it. 
The stationmaster’s and baggagemaster’s 
a i pose. wanes. Everything in 
6mm, however, was destroved, eithe “3 
gag ’ yed, either by fire 
The baggage room was totally dost 
; stroyed. 
No baggage was saved except that which same 
in on the train from Savannah.

Important Records Lost. 
Upstairs in the two-story part of the build- 
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ing were the offices of Superintendent D. D. | 
Road 


Curran, Trainmaster T. 8S. Moise, mas- 
ter E. Ford, of the Southwestern, and of the 
chief dispatcher of the Macon and Northern. 

In these offices some of the most valuable 
records of the road were kept. Several of the 
tiles containing important papers were saved, 
but many more went up in the flames. 

Some of the most important records of the 
roads were destroyed. 

The handsome furniture, desks, carpets and 
other things in the offices went the same way. 

It will be much trouble and hard work to re- 
store the lost records, if itcan ever be done. 
The officers will, however, do their best at it. 


Trains Going as Usual. 


Nota train has been delayed on account of 
the fire. Every train has gene on schedule. 

Even while the fire was at its height this 
morning the Georgia Southern and Florida 
and South western trains came in,and the train 
over the Central left for Atlanta all right. 

The yard, just sonth of Fifth street, has 
been boarded up and for the present trains are 
stopping there. 

s soon as the fireisout and order is re- 
stored trains will run up on tho tracks between 
the old depot and the express office and stop 
there. Already a platform is being put down 
and things made ready [or that. 

A large force of men is engaged at this work 
and the public will be inconvenienced but very 
little by the work that is going on and by the 
fire. The road will, however, suffer much. 


Using Improvised Offices. 


At, present improvised offices are being used, 
Tickets are being sold in the front part of the 
=e express room on the corner of the depot 
ot. 
The shed on Allen, Dumas & Thompson's 
sidetracks furnishes a place for the baggage. 

The trainmaster’s oftice is temporarily 
located in the yardmastet’s office, over the 
freight depot. 

The offices of the other departments have 
not been opened up-yet. The offices which 
were in the second story of the burned build- 
ing will probably be permanently located over 
rm shops, where there is plenty of room for 
them. 

Things will be gotten in shape as soon as 
possible. The forces are all demoralized at 
present. 

Estimating Losses. 


As stated, Mr. Parker’s loss is about $10,000. 
Of this he probably has $7,000 insured. ‘ 

The railroad holds $33,000 insurance on the 
building and its contents. It is thought that 
this will cover the actual loss, though the 
amount of loss dune to the destroying of the 
records cannot be estimated. 

The inspection car that was burned was in- 
sured for $2,000; about its value. The other 
= was not insured, but it is but very little 
OSs. 

One part of the loss that cannot be estimated 
is that on the baggage. There wil! no doubt 
be a claim for every one of the 200 pieces de- 
stroyed, and many claims will have to be 
audited before settlements can be made. The 
railroad always carries insurancé*enough to 
cover any loss on baggage in its possession. 

Quite a number of the pieces burned were 
without checks. The loss on these will not 
fall on the road. 

The Firemen Worked Hard. 

After their arrival the firemen worked hard, 
indeed. But they got there too late, owing to 
the delay in sounding the alarm. 

They, however, saved some parts of the 
building from complete destruction and, 
thanks to their efforts, the roof is still on the 
front of the building. 

Several streains were turned on the fire and 
the chief had water put on the fire all the 
morning to keep the fire from spreading to 
adjoining property. 

They succeeded in this and only the depot 
property was degtroyed. 

If the wind had been blowing while the fire 
was going on like it has been for the past two 
or three days the Brown house and other 
property would have been in great danger. 


A New Depot. 


The depot that burned today was the proper- 
ty of the Central railroad. Already there is 
talk of the road building a larger and much 
handsomer depot than the old one, and it will 
be so constructed that trains can run through 
it and not have to back as in the case of the 
old depot. 


Bridge On Fire, 


The Central road seems to be playing in bad 
luck. This afteruoon a bridge on Oglethorpe 
Street, crossing the Macon and Atlanta rail- 
road, caught fire from a passing engine and 
but for the prompt services of the tire depart- 
ment it would have been destroyed. 


Forest Fires in Indiana. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., October 29,—Forest 
firesin the southern part of Indiana have as- 
sumed mostalarming dimensions. Over two 
Square miles have already been burned over, 
and the fire is now within half a mile of New 
Albany with several houses on that city’s bill- 
side burning. 

Barn and Stable Burned.

A Fifteen-Thousand-Dollar Fire. 


ALBANY, Ga., October 29.—[{Special.]—Tho 
large mercantiie establishment of F. F. Put- 
ney, at Hardaway station, on the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad, was burned 
this morning at lo’clock. Fifteen thousand 
dollars’ worth of property was destroyed, which 
was partially covered by $8,500 insurance. 
Mr. Putney, who was in the city today, said 
that he had good reason to believe the tire was 
the result of ¢ncendiaries, and that the deed 
was prompted by the malevolence of some per- 
son who had become incensed against him on 
account of his position in a recent election for 
fence or no fence in his district. Mr. Putney 
was an ardent ‘“‘no fence’ man.

And Then Sent Herto This City with False 
Representations—She Stood Alone 
on the Street Crying Bitter Tears, 


Another runaway girl was taken in charge 
by the police yesterday. 

Her name is Annie Braddy, and sbe says 
she has been living with her aunt, Mrs. 
Daultry at Tdllapoosa, Ga. 

She was found yesterday about noon crying 
on Whitehall street by Patrolman Chandler, 
and was carried to police headquarters and 
turned over to Chief Connolly. 

Today is her birthday, and she will be 
thirteen years old. She ee 
northern parentage, and speaks 
quick and short, and is exceedingly impulsive, 
She has been living with her aunt since she 
was quite a baby, and she was ‘sent there by 
somebody and told that her parents were dead, 
but she does not know whether this is true or 
not. Her aunt made her perform all the 
household duties, including the drudgery, and 
in addition treated her very cruelly.

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"BURNING OF THE BIERNE. 


Several Lives Lost by the Destruction of a 
Mississippi Steawer. 


Sr. Louis, October 29.—Private dispatches 
just received here say the steamer Oliver 
Bierne, used here as an excursion boat during 
the summer and as a cotton carrier in the jower 
Mississippi in the fall and winter, was burned 
at Milliken’s bend, twelve miles from Vicks- 
purg,this morning. Twelve lives are reported 
lost. The fire was discovered in cotton in the 
hoid of the steamer Bierne early this morning, 
and the flames spread so rapidly that many of 
the crew and passengers had a very narrow ¢és- 
cape. The dead are. The daughter of J. D. 
Adams, of Omaha; Mrs. Paser’s nurse, five 
cabin boys, two colored chambermaids. A 
number of ‘‘rousters’’ are also missing. The 
Bierne left here about a week ago and carried 
708 bales of cotton and 100 tons of other 
freight. She was one of the finest 
and largest boats on the river. 

Is a Total Loss. 

NEw ORLEANS, October 29.—The 
Picayune’s Milliken’s bend special, via 
Tallulah, says: The boat and cargo are a total 
loss. She had about eighty deck and about 
twenty cabin passengers. Itie difficult to as- 
certain the loss of lives, the several reports 
differing as to the exact number. The follow- 
ing are known to have been among those who 
perished : 

Mra. Waddell, an elderly lady, of New Orleans. 

Sam Entricken, son of the clerk. 

Two daughters of Dr. Worrell, of Baton Rouge. 

A chambermaid, daughter of Mrs. Adams, of 
Omaha. 

A barber. 

Second cook and pantryman. 

Five cabin boys. 

Two white levee laborers. 

The passengers and crew lost everything 
they had in the way of clothing and baggage, 
many leaving the burning boat in their night 
clothes and bare feet. There were quite a 
number of narrow escapes. 

The Brave Captain. 

Captain Thorwegan was the last to leave 
the boat, having to slide down a guy rope from 
the upper deck. Pilot Massie made ltis escape 
by passing through the flames to the stern of 
the boat and jumping into the river. He was 
severely burned. The mate displayed his 
bravery by ‘letting himself down by a rope, 
holding a little child by the clothing. 

The bodies of the pantryman, baker and 
chambermaid have been recovered. The crew 
and passengers all left for Vicksburg by the 
steamer Sheffield this evening, with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. Frazier and child, Mrs. Dr. 
Worrel and E. M. Howell, whose injuries are 
too severe to permit them traveling just yet. 

The boat landed at Rose Hill and Miliiken’s 
landing to take 209 bales of cotton for A. 5S. 
Coltharp & Co., of this place, and after land- 
ing loaded the cotton, dropped down a couple 
of hundred ards, and tied up for the night. 

The tire broke out after nearly every one 
had retired for the night, and spread with such 
rapidity that the engineer was unable to turn 
on the hose. The Ashiey company had about 
tive hundred bales of cotton on the landing, 
only a short distance above, which narrowly 
escaped burning from the falling cinders. 

Thought to Be Incendiary. 

At Greenville the mate had some trouble 
with rousters, many of them quiting work, 
after which the mate hired levee men paying 
them 25 cents per hour. This enraged the 
negroes, who inade open threats against 
the- mate and the boat. At 3:50 
o’clock this morning the cotton room 
was discovered on fire and the boat was 
a masé of flames ina short time. Every ef- 
fort was made to save the lives of thuse on 
board, but it is feared the death list will reach 
twelve, or more. 

A yaw! was lowered to pick up those who 
could be reached in the river. It was about 
the only hope of saving many who were com- 
pelled to jump into the river. 


UP AMONG THE GLOUDS. 


A Bridal Party Takes a Trip in a Balloon— 
¥ Solicitude for Their Safety. 


BiIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 29.—At mid- 
night great anxiety is felt in Birmingham over 
the fate of a young couple who were married 
at the state fair grounds early this afternoon 
and went on a bridal tour in a balloon. The 
party in the basket consisted of the Aero- 
naut Baldwin, H. 8. Hutchinson, the 
young groom, and his bride, who was 
Miss Minnie Consson. The balloon shot up 
like a rocket to a creat height, and then slow:y 
drifted almost due north. It was last seen 
high up in the air passing over Newcastle, 
thirteen miles north of Birmingham, on the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad. The bal- 
loon was going steadily toward the mountain 
regions of north Alabama, and directly away 
from the railroad and telegfaph lines. 


EFFECTS OF THE ORY WEATHER. 


Railroad Trains in Alabama Have Water 
Tanks With Them. 

MontGcomery, Ala., October 29.—The pres- 
ent spell of dry weatheris one of the longest 
ever experienced in this section. Streamsand 
springs in all sections of the country are dry- 
ing up, and railroads are finding it very trouble- 
some to secure water necessary torun their 
trains. The Louisville and Nashville, which 
is doing an immense business, that necessi- 
tates several freight trains every day, is com- 
pelled to send out on each train a tank ear 
with a large tank filled with water, because 
many streams down the road, which have 
formerly supplied water, are nowdry. Em- 
loyes along the line are supplied with water 
rom this city, every passenger train carrying 
barrels with Montgomery water, which is dis- 
tributed at points where the water supply is 
exhausted. 


MALIETOA’S ADVISOR RESIGNS 


On Account of Certain Letters Written to 
the Hing. 

Apta, Samoa, October 29.—Baron Senft 
von Pilsach, president of the municipal coun- 
cil and advisor to King Malietoa, has resigned. 
The reason he assigns is that certain white 
residents of Samoa have been writing letters 
to the king about German currency and other 
matters, and that the king wrote direct 
to them in_ reply. Pilsach claimed 
that no one should either write or 
speak to King Malietoa. before first 
securing the president's permission, thereby 
actually assuming the position of dictator of 
the islands. Before he resigned, a memonal 
to three powers had already been prepared by 
the consuls of the three treaty powers, and 
will be forwarded. The memorial petitions 
the three governments for the recall of Baron 
Pilsach op account of inexperience and reck- 
less behavior in office. It’s also signed by 
Robert Louis Stevenson and by nearly all the 
residents of Apia, with the exception of some 
of the Gerfhans.

Which Flows from Todd’s Branch Into 
the Lake ? 


THE MATTER GENERALLY DISSCUSSED. 


Some Say That the Water Is Bad, While 
Others Maintain That It Is as Good 
as Any Water in Georgia. 


The Todd’s branch water question was the 
subject of much discussion yesterday. 

It was discussed from many standpoints, 
and various opinions were advanced as to the 
quality of the watey and the propriety of the 


water board turning 1t intothe reservoir. Some ! light procession of Parnellites, 
( was headed by a brass band, and was eg 


denounced the action of the water board in 
strong terms; some said it was better to have 
that water than none at all, while others were 
of the opinion that the water is all right. 

Judge Hillyer, one of the water commis- 
sioners, said: ‘*The board has taken no formal 
action on the matter, and I am not able to say 
whether it will or not. The matter was 
brought to my attention, and I looked into it 
with due consideration. I am informed by 
good citizens that live along the line of the 
stream that the water of Todd’s branch at this 
season of the year is as good as that that flows 
in any stream in Georgia. This statement has 
been made by more than one good, 
reliable citizen that lives along the 
stream. They say the water is 
good enough for anybody or any purpose. 
Engineer Bob Clayton and Mr. Richards aiter 
making a thorough investigation of the mat- 
ter advised me of the situation and gave me 
their opinions on the matter. From this evi- 
dence, and the circumstances, I am inclined 
to the opinion that the water isall right. Of 
course Iam only one of the water commis- 
sioners, and cannot speak for that body; this 
is only my opinion. Next Tuesday is the 
regular meeting day of the water commission- 
ers, and they may consider the matter and 
they may not, I ain unable to say.” 

City Engineer Clayton: ‘I think the water 
from Todd’s branch just as good at this 
season of the year, and under 
the circumstances, as that§Jof any other 
stream that flows into the reservoir. The 
stream is very low and the channel very nar- 
row and there is no drainage into it from the 
settlements near it. Ican’tsee that there is 
any just cause for alarm.’’ 

Dr. Baird said: “I have not changed my 
opinion since last night. I have not investi- 
gated the inatter much today; thatis, not yet 
sufficiently to deveiop anything to inake my 
opinion. I woud like to say that what I said 
about the action being almost a criminal one, 
was in no manner a direct thrust.at the water 
board, but I was speaking in general terms 
and did not intend what I said in this connec- 
tion to apply directly to the board’s part in the 
matter. Ail the evidence I have before me 
leads me to the opinion that the 
water is dangerous, and not fit 
for drinking or culinary purposes. The matter 
will be further investigated, and in a day or 
two probably scientific authority will settle 
the matter.”’ 

Superintendent Richards said that he had 
nothing to add to the statements he had al- 
ready made. He sa‘d that the channel of the 
stream had been narrowed down toa small 


sandy bed, and that he considered the water . 


in Todd’s branch as good as that of any stream 
that helps tosupply the reservoir. He said 
that it had not rained in ninety days, and that 
it was impossible for any of the drainage along 
the line of the stream to getintoit. Butif there 
was tocome a heavy ra:n, it would bea perfect 
sewer drainer, but in that case, it would be 
shut off immediately by means of an instan- 
taneous valve provided forthat purpose. This 
branch, he said, increased the water supply 
about 334 per cent, and witha water famine 
staring the city in the face, and after finding 
out, to his perfect satisfaction, that the water 
is as good as any stream in the state, he would 
consider it wu criminal act not to have turned it 
on. Dr. Baird, in speaking of Todd’s branch, 
remembers it as he last sawit, and what he 
says of itat that time is every word correct 
an@ true, but if he could see it now he would 
find it entirely different. ‘1 am going to use 
Todd’s branch water till it rains,’’ concluded 
Superintendent Richards.

torn it to tatters. In discussing the result 
of this long litigation The New,York Herald 
says: 

If ever a will was so drawn as to defy the as- 
saults of contestants, lawyers and judges that 
would seem to be one. Yetthe highest court of 
New York has not hesitated to declare it invalid 
and to decree that the wealth of Mr. Tilden shail 


to his cherished purpose. The reason offered by 
the judges for this lamentable decision is that Mr. 


| Tilden had given to the trustees chosen to carry 


out his purposes a certain discretion which was 
not warranted by law and hence rendered his will 
invalid. 

We do not lelieve, nor do three of the seven 
judges of the court of appeals believe, that this 
is the law rightly interpreted. No such statute 
was ever enacted by the legislature, no such law 
was ever made by the people of this state. What* 
the court by a bare majority of one proclaims to 
be the law is simply a judicial doctrine or theory 
built up by judges. It is judge-made law based 
on precedent, not principle. lt embodies not the 
intent of the legislature; which is the true law- 
making power in our form of government, but the 
will oi the judiciary, which has no such power. 

As a matter of fact, it seems hard for even 
a sound, sensible man, well versed in the 
law, to express himself plainly enough in a 
will to defeat such litigation as ‘may arise 
after his death; the fact that his intention 
is perfectly clear to a court counts for noth- 
ing if some slight technical point has been 
overlooked by him, or not fully elucidated. 
A million or more dollars is too great a prize 
to be slighted by lawyers and laymen, when 
there is the slightest chance of diverting it 
froin its original purpose,

ETCHED AND SKETCHED, 


Colonel D. P. Duncan, who presided at the 
cotton acreage congress yesterday, is a mem- 
ber of South Carolina’s railroad commission, 
and is now serving his ninth year on the 
board. Explaining the absence of legislative 
antagonism to railroadsin his state, Colonel 
Duncan remarked that it is generally at- 
tributed to the commission. The railroads 
themselves, in comparing their freedom from 
attacks with the agitation in Georgia, credit 
the commission with their immunity. Colo- 
nel Duncan believes in the consolidation of 
railroads. 

South Carolina now has but three systems, 
and passenger and freight rates are far more 
agreeable and satisiactory to the public than 
when there were seventeen systems in the 
state. It has been South Carolina's ex- 
perience that the fewer the systems the betver 
they can be regulated by the commission. 
Now the stronger roads help the weaker ones. 
There is no necessity for the mauy discrim- 
inating rates which formerly had _ to 
be tolerated, weak roads being 
allowed to charge higher rates than the strong 
lines. 

South Carolina hasfewer railroad accidents 
than any other state in proportion to its 
mileage, Colonel Duncan thinks. This is ac- 
counted for by the frequent and thorough in- 
spection of all roads by the commissioners. No 
new road can puton a schedule until every 
foot of the road has been inspected and accepted 
by the commission. Knowing this, lines are 
generally well constructed from the start. 
Close attention is paid to trestles and bridges, 
and if there is any doubt about their strength 
au order is issued by the commission for their 
repair or rebuilding. This occurs, too, when 
the managements of some roads are willing to 
take the chances for awhile longer. The sys- 
tem of inspection by the state comunission, 
says Colone! Duncan, has developed a pride

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The Acreage Congress Recommonds 4 
Reduction of One-Third. 


FOUR CLASSES ARE DEMANDED. 


Some More Suggestions Made—Colonel 
Livingston Discussed Picking 
and Ginning. 


Forty cotton growers, representing four 
southern states, held a conference at the capi 
tol yesterday, and discussed practical questions 
connected with their occupation. The cotton 
acreage Congress was the name adopted. Tho 
sessions were held in the senate chamber. 
Colonel J. O. Waddell, president of the Geor- 
gia Agricultural Society, called the congress 
to order at 9 o’clock. He stated that 
the purpose of the convention 
was to devise some plan by which the acreage 
of cotton can be reduced, the annual crops 
now being greater than the world’s consump-~ 
tion. To this oversupply of course is due 
the low prices, and as every one knows the 
planter is carrying on an unprotitable business. 
With him, the question is how can more 
money be made out of cotton. Many believe 
that the only way is to plant less and 
reduce the crop. South Carolina’s 
agricultural society first proposed that a con- 
gress of this kind be held to discuss the reduc- 
tion of the number of acres planted. Geor- 
gia’s agricultural society took up the question 
and coincided and suggested that such a con- 
vention should be called for Atlanta. 

Colonel D. P. Duncan, of South Carolina, 
was elected chairman of the congress and 
Colonel James Barrett, of Richmond, was 
chosen secretary. The delegates present 
were:

Colonel Lyons, of Cartersville, opened the 
discussion in a speech urging reduction of 
acreage. It would not do to attempt to cut 


down 50 per cent the first year, he said, but | 


the reduction should be made gradually and 
extended over a series of years. 

Mr. Wimberly favored a reduction. 

Mr. Brown, of Alabama, stated that in the 
black beit of his state it would be a hard matter 
to get co-operation on any plan to plant less. 

Mr. Smith, of Butts county, made a short 
speech advocating the subtreasury plan. 

Colonel Livingston made the speech of the 
day. It was full of good points, and, although 
not meeting the views of all in certain state- 
ments, was in the main a most interesting and 
practical talk on picking and ginning and 
preparation for market.

Pay 
day used to be ou the Ist of January. Then 
it moved back to December 25, after awhile to 
November 1, then to October 15. and now it is 
September 1. I reckon in five years it will bo 
August 1.”’ 
counted for this movable payday on the 
ground that shorier credits are given all around 
now, and the merchant has to settle his bills 
earlier than in the past. 

Taking up ginning, he said: “TI 
wish this body would pass. resolutions 
condeming public gins. The question with 
the public ginners is not how well they can gin 
but how fast. And theycutso in price that 
= who know how to gin cannot afford to 

O it. 

“Why, alot of these public ginners don’t 
know any mnore about their business than a hog 
does. 

“T have been a ginnerall my life and my 
father was a ginner before me. 

‘The south this year has lost three-fourths 
ofacenton every pound -of cotton in the 
handiing.’’ Colonel Livingston traced the 
usual wethod of handling cotton from the 
picking of trash, ginning while wet, poor 
covering, rolling froin the bale into the mud, 
robbing in the sampling and waste at every 
turn from start to finish. All of this comes 
out of the planter, too, ‘‘The present method 
of handling cotton is wicked and outragious. 

‘*What do you think of 25,000 bales of cotton 
from sainples in New Or.eans in one season ? 
Why, the handsome cotton exchange bu. lding 
in New Orleans was built from sainples.”’ 

Colone! Livingston demanded a new system 
of classification. Lustead of having from 
tvelve to sevenfeen classes, four would-be 
enough, he dec:ared, and let them be known 
as first, second, third and fourth. The aver- 
age planter cannot tellanything about cotton 
when it goes under middling. ‘‘More money 
was made on last year’s crop than has 
ever been made on any other crop since the 
war. Why, a merchant in my town made $17 
on one bale. He said that va guessed low 
enough. He bought for 64 and seut the bale 
to Augusta and it brought 10 cents.”” The 
speaker urged the cotton growers to get nearer 
to the manufacturers and to try to sell direct 
instead of through middlemen. 

He stated that be coud sell 100,000 bales 
right off to an exporter if the cotton could be 
siored and delivered on weekiy or monthly 
coutracts. Another suggestion of Colonel 
Livingston’s was thatthe counties have sales 
days and that the classification in each county 
be done by sworn experts. »There is 4 cent 
lost in classitication, and that means $20,000,- 
000 on the crop. To employ disinterested 
experts in every county would cost only a 
smail part of that sum. 

Colonel Livington wen? on to say that there 
is a difference of 4 cents between the price 
In Savanah and in Liverpool, and the cost of 
carrying cotton from one port to another 1s 
only lj cent. Somebody is making 2} cents 
simply for the hadiing.

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THE. WEST. HUNTER STREET BRIDGE. 
The Colored University Enjoins Its Re- 


moval, 

Atlanta universiw does not want to tear 
down the footbridge over West Hunter street. 

The city council at the last meeting ordered 
it removed within ten days, but the university 
officers are seeking some way to let it remain. 

President Bumsted visited the city clerk’s 
office yesterday, getting the certitied action of 
the council on the matter. He was displeased 
with the action taken, and has made an effort 
to check mate it. 

Judge John L. Hopkins has been employed 
as counsel for the university, and an injunction 
was petitioned forbidding the removal of the 
bridge. 

In 1872 the city opened a street through its 
campus thirty feet in width and about foar- 
teen feet deep. The city council then granted 
permission tothe university to erecta foot 
bridge across it to connect the buildings on 
either side. 

Subsequently, the city took ten feet more to 
widen the street, and afterwards negotiated 
for another ten feet, paying for it $500, thas 
widening the street to fifty feet. The twenty 
feet of embankment was dug away, except an 
abutment left on one sideto connect the 
bridge, 

The residents and property holders on West 
Hunter street filed a petition with the council 
September 21st, praying that the bridge be re- 
moved as a common nuisance and an obstruc- 
tion to travel. It was urged that the negro 
girls in attendance at the  univer- 
sity are frequentiy so boisterous and 
noisy while upon the  ODfidge that 
horsas have been frightened and several rupa- 
way accidents have occurred. 

On October 19th Atlanta university followed 
with a petition setting forth that the univer- 
sitv had sacrificed its grounds in allowing a 
street to be opened through them, and showed 
how necessary it was to have a bridge there for 
the comfort aud health of both students and 
officers, and further, emphasizing the obliga- 
tion the city had assumed to maintain the 
bridge. The university proposed to erect a 
new .ron bridge at a cost of $671, exclusive of 
masonry, if the city would pay for the masons’ 
work and give the university a hundred 
dollars in addition.

locate a crossing and put steps on both sides at 
a pdéint to be deiermined by the city engineer, 
probably about a hundred feet east of the 
hbridee. where the embankment is only about 
six feet high.

Company in Trouble, 


A RECEIVER HAS BEEN ASKED FOR. 


Judge Marshall J. Clarke Incapacitated 
for Hearing the Case—Judge Guerry 
Gives a Restraining Order. 


Yesterday morning Mr. Walter R. Brown 
went before Judge Marshall J. Clarke with @ 
petition that he appoint a receiver to take 
charge of all the property of the Atlanta Fur- 
niture Manufacturing Company. 

The petitition was brought in behalf of 
Weihl, Probasco & Co., et al. 

The bill says that the Atlanta Furniture 
Manufacturing Company is insolvent and fails 


to pay its debts as they fall due; that the 28th | 


of February,1891, it gave a mortgage for $13,000 
to the Capital City bank; that subsequently 
other mortgages were given to the following 
persons: George Hinman, $1,800; A. J. Miller 
& Sons, $5,312. ' 

The petitioner further says that there are 
many outstanding claims against the company. 

Another mortgage for $9,919.68 waggiven to 
the Merchants’ Banking and Loan Company. 

It is alleged that some ofthese mortgagees 
are stockholders inthe company. It is further 
alleged that said mortgagees knew the furni- 
ture company was insolvent, and they were 
either officers, agents, directors or sbarehold- 
ersin said company. It is charged that the 
mortgages were witnessed by A. J. Miller, 
who was president at the time. It is asserted 
further, that these mortgages are invalid, and 
should bo declared illegal. 

The bill seeks to enjoin the mortgagees and 
restrain them from foreclosing the mortgages. 

Some of the mortgages had already adver- 
tised to foreclose the mortgavees held by them. 
The Capita! City bank has advertised to fore- 
close its mortgage the 2d of next month. 

Mr. Walter R. Brown read the papers and 
Judge Clarke made the following order: ‘“‘I 
am disqualitied to act upon this petition be- 
canse of interest.’’ 

Thereupon Mr. Brown went before Judge J. 
H. Guerry, of the Pataula circuit, who hap- 
pened to be in Atlanta.

SAWYER IN A SCRAPE. 


The Senator Accused of Offering a Bribe to 
a Judge's Brother-in-Law. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., October 29.—Judge 
Silbecke: a few days ago astonished the com- 
munity by suddenly refusing to try the state 
suit to recover interest from ex-State Treas- 
urer Harshaw. The matter has assumed a 
highlyimportant political phase by a public 
card from ex-Congressman LaFollette this 
morning, in which he accuses hited States 
Sena‘or Sawyer of attempted bribery. Sawyer 
had on Tuesday madea statement about the 
matter in which he claimed to have merely 
proffered a retainer in the case to La- 
Follette, and also requested the latter to sound 
Judge Siebecker to ascertain whether he was 
prejudiced against Harshaw. 

According to Sawyer’s story, LaFollette re- 
fused ;the retainer on the ground that it 
would be improper for him to be interested in 
a suit, as Judge Siebecker is his brother-in- 
aw. 

LaFolistte Denies the Statement. 
In his communication today, 


tween him and Sawyer given by the latter as 
‘false and not a true statement of what 
transpired.’” He says he met Sawyer at the 
Piankinton house, in this city, September 
17th, in response to an urgent letter from the 
senator; that the Jatter immediately began to 
question himin regard to Judge Siebecker’s 
feelings towards the defendant in the case, 
Harshaw, and that he (LaFollette) assured 
Sawyer that the judge was a fair-minded man 
who would not Jet the fact that Harshaw had 
opposed his appointment bias his judgment. 
Then, according to LaFollette, Sawyer said: 

*These cases are awful important to us in 
the state, and we can not afford to loso them; 
it costs we lots of anxiety. I don’t want to 
have to pay (naming $100,00 or more, Mr. 
LaFollette is not certain.) Now,!I came down 
here to see you alone. Noone knows I am to 
I don’t want to hire you as 
attorney in the case, Mr. LaFollette, and don’t 
want you to go into court; but here is $50; I 
wiil give you $500 more, or $1,000, (LaFollette 
is uncertain which he said) when Siebecker 
decides the case right.’’ 

Sawyer Insulted Him. 

LaFollette says he immediately told Sawyer 
that if he had struck him in the face he would 
not insult him as he insulted him then; that he 
(Sawyer) was ondeavoring to get him to talk 
to the judge about the case off the bench, and 
that he had not money enough to employ him 
as attorney after what had transpired. 

LaFollette says he gave the whole matter 
careful consideration, and on the. advice of 
personal friends called the attention of the 
court to the incident. 

The publication of LaFollette’s side of the 
story creates a profound sensation in political 
circles. The whole matter will undoubtedly be- 
come @ question of veracity between Sawyer 
and LaFolleite. 

Senator Sawyer has prepared a statement in 
which he denies vigorously the saiient points 
of ex-Congressman LaFoilette’s story of the 

*lankinton house interview. He’ says his 
offer to LaFollette was in the nature of a re- 
tainer, and thatit was made before he was 
aware that Judge Seibecker was LaFollette’s 
brother-in-law.

Calls Upon the Legislatures of Southern 
States for Good Roads. 


THE BEST METHOD OF BUILDING ROADS. 


What Was Done by the Southern Road 
Congress in Its Session Yester- 
day—Delegates Present. 


The southern road congress met in the hall 
of the house of representatives yesterday. 

There was a fair attendance, and the con- 
gress took abouv the same action as that of the 
Georgia congress. 

The meeting was called to order at 100’clock. 
S. W. Mullins, of North Carolina, was elected 
president, and Mr. W. G. Whidby secretary. 

Governor Northen and Mayor Hemphill de- 
livered addresses of welcome to the delegates, 
and both declared themselves in favor of the 
objects of the conzress. ’

from Georgia, who were the same as in yes- 
terday’s convention:

A committee was appointed to prepare busi- 
ness and a plan of procedure for the conven- 
tion. It was given until 12:30 o’clock to re- 
port, the session taking a recess until that 
time. 

The Work of the Congress. 

At 12:30 o’clock the committee reported: 

It is the sense of this committe that labor and 
property should each bear their proportion of the 
burden of road duty. 

And that we recommend to the legislatures of 
the different states in the congress, that such 
legislation bé enacted as will best bring about the 
result, and that special attention be given to the | 
convict laws that will utilize to best advantage 
said convict labor in working public roads, 

The report was adopted unanimously. 

Some Talks. 

Mr. J. W. Robertson, of Georgia, addressed 
the congress upon the advantage of good 
roads. He stated that one horse could pull as 
much on an ordinary macadam road as two 
can pull on adirt road. Any ene could under- 
stand the advantages of good roads and he be- 
lieved the people should get together and 
build them. 

Mr. Gilchrist, of Alabama, talked on the 
subject of the best methods of building roads 
and the different road laws. He declared that 
by using scrapers and other roads tools as 
much work can be done in two or three days 
as could be done ina week under the old 
system. Hedeclared if we had good roads 
our black belts would build up and the people 
would prefer to live in the country than moy- 
ing to the towns. , 

Mr. Robert Stonestreet, of Kentucky, ex- 
plained how the roads were built and kept in 
order in Kentucky. He declared the road 
scraper was the solution of the road problem. 

Deep Water Endorsed. 


Mr. J. W. Robertson introduced a resolution 
endorsing a deep water appropriation for 
Savannah, which was adopted with but one 
dissenting voice. 

A resolution was adopted instructing the 
secretary to write to the governors of the 
various southern staes thanking them for the 


| interest taken in the congress and requesting 


them to further co-operate with the congress 
on the question of constructing good roads. 
A resolution thanking The Southern Culti- 


| yator for its promise to printa full report of

Horton and His Colleagues Planning a 
Desperate Scheme to Escape. 


THEIR LITTLE GAME UNEARTHED. 


The Express Robbers and Bridge Burners 
In for It—Author of the Anony- 


mous Letters Spotted. 


The Southern Express Company is after 
Horton, the express robber and bridge burner, 
an his colleagues. 

If there is any merit in vigilance and prose- 
cution, the express company is going to ferret 
out every detail of the recent crimes and bring 
to account and punishment their aiders and 
abettors, and those who are taking such a 
lively interest in them. 

Since the arrest und incarceration of the 
Hortons, Thornton and Braswell, the Central 
Railroad Company and the Southern Express 
have been receiving a series of anonymous 
communications containing all manner of 
threats against the property and officials of the 
two companies, ifthe three men were not re- 
leased. Some of these communications have 
been published, and have been read with no 
small interest by the public. They were 
written in the langauge and tone of the un- 
principled, unscrupulous and desperate out- 
laws, and were by no means modest in the 
character of the threats. 

The express company took it under careful 
consideration, and concluded to sift the whole 
matter thorough!y, and procure all the evi- 
dence possible to catch and correct the authors 
of the anonymous letters. 

Wednesday Superintendent Mays, of the 
Southern Express Company; Superintendent 
McKee, of the Central Railroad Company; 
Chief of Detectives Couch, and Detective 
Owens, visited the cells of the alleged robbers 
in the Fulton county jail for the purpose of 
searching for evidence that would lead to the 
detection and capture of the authors of the 
anonymous letters. 

The chief objec: of the visit to Horton’s cell 
was to compare the writing of the letters he 
has from his’ brother with that of tho 
anonymous letters received by the company. 
Horton rose and greeted the four gentlemen 
with sullen indifference. When asked to 
show the letters which he had received from 
his brother he complied with the request. The 
letters were handed over, and read, but the 
author had cleverly guarded his pcints and 
not a word in them could be used as a clue to 
further investigation. But when the hand- 
writing was compared, the four gentlemen 
simu!taneously pronounced it identical with 
that of the threatening epistiesin the posses- 
sion of the express and railroad companies. 
The gentlemen afteraclose examination de- 
cided that there conld be no doubt that the 
letters were all written bythe same party. 
This was  valuabie information, but 
was not all their search revealed. 

In continuing the search some suspicious 
little bundles were discovered cleverly con- 
cea edin one corner of the cell. Just how 
they came to be there is a mystery to the jail 
Keepers. 

One of the most significant of these articles 
was a steel spring, made from tho finest of 
metal, and its form was such that it could be 
converted into a saw with little trouble. With 
this instrument it would be easy to cut the 
bars of the ce!l and jail doors, and with the 
slick work of men of Horton's character es- 
cape would be almost sure. Three pistol car- 
tr:dges were also found concealed in the cell, 
but just what Horton intended doing with 
these is hard to. tell. The _ steel 
bar and the cartridges were undoubtedly slip- 
ped into Horton’s cell by some friend, who, 
under cover of visiting somebody e.se confined 
in the jail, gained admittance. It may be that 
the same party would eventually have slipped 
a revolver to Horton. 

These discoveries were kept very quiet by 
the railroad and express officals and the detec- 
tives. The letters found in Horton’s celi and 
those received by by the express and railroad 
companies were given an expert, who yester- 
day pronounced the handwriting w be that of 
the same man. 

All day yesterday the express and railroad 
companies kept good men at work on the mat- 
ter, and itis stated that other damaging evi- 
dence against the robbers was procured.
